When the present Hatch Shell was built in 1946, Boston Pops Conductor Arthur 
Fiedler submitted a list of 95 composers to a committee to choose the names to 
be placed in bronze lettering on the steps of the shell; the committee chose 84 
names. The name of composer and former Boston Pops conductor, John 
Williams, was added in 1993. In 2000, the name of Amy Beach was added; Amy 
Beach is the only woman composer appearing on the Hatch Shell. Newspaper 
articles re. the addition of the name of Williams indicates his name would join the 
84 other composers. However, some newspaper articles at the time of the 
inclusion of Amy Beach's name indicate that the Hatch Shell would now include 
87 names, noting that before the addition of Amy Beach, the last name added 
had been that of John Williams. Research in the Fine Arts Department and 
Music Department came up with a total of 86 names. Patron in FL claims 
Rachmanoff is inscribed, too (but we have not been able to confirm).
